A motion picture whose great- 
ness seems to have increased with 
time, Columbia Pictures’ “The 
Talk of the Town” yesterday was 
re-released at the ............ Theatre. 
Starring Cary Grant, Jean Arthur 
and Ronald Colman, “The Talk of 
the Town” unquestionably is one 
ot the most memorable screen ex- 
periences in recent years, a film 


whose human warmth and capti- 
vating charm offers a_ pleasant 


counterpoint to the rich humor 
and tense excitement of the nar- 
rative itself. 

The evenly - balanced -perform- 
ances of the stars, the thoughtful 
blending and clash of personali- 
ties, and the breath-taking real- 
ism of the story are splendid 
tributes not only to the actors but 
to producer-director George Stev- 
ens and screen play writers Irwin 
Shaw and Sidney Buchman. 

As the most lovable guy ever 
wanted for murder, Grant moves 
from the standpoint of personal 
experience and human sympathy 
and makes love to Miss Arthur in 
full awareness of the fact that 
she is equally bemused by Ronald 
Colman’s attentions. Colman, sim- 
ilarly, makes a memorable ap- 
pearance as the bearded, dignified 
legal student and theorist who 
comes to learn that the letter of 
the law is not always true justice. 
As a romantic counterfoil, Miss 
Arthur is superbly cast in a role 
both ingratiating and feminine, 
but capable of conniving with an 
escaped “criminal” and capturing 
a real one. 

Valuable to “The Talk of the 
Town” are such lesser players as 
Edgar Buchanan, Glenda Farrell, 
Charles Dingle and Rex Ingram.
